2d.—Its freedom of bloom far exceeds 
any of the Tea Roses, It will produce ten 
flowers to Safrano's or Bon Silene’s one. 
These old Roses, as all know, are the very freest of all Winter- 
blooming Roses,and yet General Lee far surpasses them or any 
other Roses we grow outside of the Polyanthas. It is the freest 
ot all Winter-bloomers. Indeed, flowers can be cut from it all 
through the Winter. No variety can equal it in this respect. 

3d.—Color. Its glorious shade of yellow is the most lovely of 
all colors. A remarkable fact about this Rose is that it is more 
highly and richer colored in dark, cloudy weather thanin bright, 
a great point in its favor, as all forcers know how many of our 
good Roses come off color in dark weather. Not so with Gez- 
eral Lee.

Lee is identical with the Rose Virginza. This is a mistake, as 
this latter Rose possesses none of the good qualities of Gexeral 
Lee. It is not a Winter bloomer,and the color is entirely dis- 
similar.
